Dispatches from Pittsburg, Pa., state! that

The heirs number about one hundred. Of 
these at least forty live in St. Louis, south- 
ern Illinois and Missouri. The rest live tn 
| western Pennsylvania. Only those living 
|in Pennsylvania were present at the Pitts- 
, burg meeting.

William Robinson died in London in 1864, 
leaving an estate valued at about $20,000,000, 
He was a silk manufacturer. After his 
death the estate was found to consist most- 

ly of bonds and real estate in Islington, a 
suburb of London. It has increased in value 
since his death and is now said to be worth 
about $30,000,000. 

He left a widow, but no children. His will 
provided that the widow should hold the 
estate during her lifetime and at her death 
it should be divide among his sisters and 
one brother. There was another brother, 
who was excluded from all share in it. The 
widow died long ago. 

None of the sisters married and all are 
now dead. The whole estate, consequently, 
belongs to the heirs of the one brother, 
Irving Robinson. He emigrated from En- 
giand to western Pennsylvania and there 
reared a family of 10 children, from whom 
all those Who allege they are heirs to the 

Robinson estate, ciaim—-descent.

ALARMS THE PATIENT. 


Death-Bed Repentance, He Maintained, 
Was Not the Kind That Met 
Favor in Heaven.

BALTIMORE, April 13.—The orator at 
the commencement of the Baltimore Unt- 
versity School of Medicine last night was 
Rev. Dr. R. Harcourt of Reading, Pa., 
whose daughter, Miss Grace M. Harcourt, 
was one of the graduates. In his address 
Dr. Harcourt said: 

“In advising you about your future work 
I urge you to be careful about allowing 
clergymen in the sickroom. T ey are a 
great cause of alarm, tip-toeing about 
with a black book under their arms, and 
whispering to the sick or dying person, 
‘Are you ready?’ ”’

“The sickbed is not’a place for the 
transformation in the life of individuals. 
It is Christ that tells here and hereafter, 
and not the puff of prayer at the last few 
moments which goes up when a minister is 
called to prepare a man for death. So 
while you may think that I am speak- 
ing radically, remembering that there are 
50 many who put off the preparation for 
death till the end, I still say, keep the min- 
isters out of the sickroom; the bedside is 
not their place.”’ 

The remarks of Dr. Harcourt ware vigor- 
ously hissed by Rev. William A. Craw- 
ford Frost, rector of Protestant Episcopa!) 
Church of the Holy Comforter. In ex- 
plaining why he hissed, Mr. Frost said: 

“When Dr. Harcourt, in the course of 
his remarks describing his dealings with 
physicians, said that a doctor had on 
one occasion given him a dose of muor- 
phine and lifted him from hell to heaven, I 
thought if it only had kept him there he 
would have been better off. Moreover, we 
would have then been spared the pain of 
seeing a Christian minister making grim. 
aces to ridicule his brother clergymen.”’

F. Mc€lelland is dead at the age of 80 
years. Before coming to Denver, in 1862, 
his name had become known in Europe as

The American Cigar Co. was incorporated 
in January, 1890, and was capitalized at

independent cigar manufacturers say they 
have no fear of the combination. There are 
hundreds of small factories in New York 
City and vicinity. The owners say that as 
they make local brands that are in pular 
favor their output cannot be eas ly dis- 
placed by the trust.

The demand for a nine-hour work 
dav is in accordance with the determina- 
tion of the machinists to secure shorter 
working hours throughout the country and 
will include all shops where union men are 
employed. For a long time there has been 
much dissatisfaction with the apprentice 
Svstem, and it was decided at length to 
insist on certain changes. 

While the machinists have delivered their 
ultimatum only to the Chicago Great West- 
ern, the same demands. it is said, will be 
made on the other big companies enter- 
ing Chicago, and preparations are being 
made quietly for making a fight to secure 
them. The officials of the union have 
been at work for some time organizing the 
men in all the shops of the several roads 
and declare they have met with sufficient 
success as to feel confident of their ability 
to secure an enforcement of their demands.

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AN OBLIGATION THAT BINDS. 


The excellent returns of the World's Fair subscriptions indi- 
cate that few subscribers fail to realize the nature of the obli- 
gation undertaken by them in signing subscription blanks. 

As the Post-Dispatch has remarked, a subscription has the 
binding force of a business and legal obligation with a point of 
honor added. Everything that the World’s Fair committee 
has done, the appropriation by Congress, the Missouri and 
other state legislatures are based upon the good faith of sub- 
scribers.

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THE NEWEST BOOKS. 


HE first volume of ‘““‘The World’s Best 
Essays” illustrateg the scope and 
suggests the purposes of a work 


whose projectors have not hesitated to 
make an attempt ambitious in its design 
and difficult in its execution—nothing less 
in fact than to collect into 10 volumes of 
over 4000 pages the great prose master- 
pieces of thought and style from the best 
literature of all ages of the world. 

In Volume I 20 of the most celebrated 
essays by Addison and 33 by Bacon are 
given complete, while almost as much space 
is devoted to giving in its entirety the 
‘‘Poetics’ of Aristotlie—no doubt the most 
celebrated essay that was ever writ- 
ten on any literary subject.

At last a crisis In the history of the _— 
tune family arrived.
